BERLIN. Sept. 1 1 — Two young men 
named Iloefller, aged respectively IS and 
24 years, broke into tho house of their par- 
ents in the Leder Strus-e, in this city, Wed- 
nesday evening, believing it to be empty at 
the time, and proceeded to the bedroom of 
their father, intending to steal some money 
which whs usually kept there. The elder 
Hoefller was in the room, however, and 
grappled with the burglars, whose identity 
was not suspected by bim. A tierce struggle 
followed, which ended in the old gentleman 
being beaten to death by his sous. The 
criminals then wont on with the work of 
robbery, and hud broken open the money 
chest, when they were surprised by there- 
turn of the mother, w ho had been spending 
the evening with neighbors, and why was 
accompanied by a number of friends. The 
two parioides fled and escaped before tlu-ir 
mother hud discovered the dead body of her 
husband.

CAUGHT OFF COPPER ISLE. 



The Sealer City of Snn Diego Returns 
With a Few Hun- 
dred Skins 



How Dan McLean was Shot and His 
Brother's Schooner was 
Captured. 

Carne & Muusie's sealing schooner City of 
San Diego, George Wester, muster, was 
brought into port last evening by the 
steamer Emma, which picked her up in the 
Straits late in the afternoon. 

She has had only one day in the Sea, and 
met with her principal success ofr the Cop- 
per Islands. Behring's Sea was reached on 
June 28, and on the same day the Thetis 
steamed up and ordered the schooner away. 
The command was obeyed, and the San 
Diego shaped her course for Copper 
Island, which was reached on July 
14. Tho boats were got out at once 
and in the first day 199 seals were taken. 
The next day the catch was ICS; and by 
August '2nd, 1115 skins had been packed 
away below decks, as the Copper Island 
catch. The Danube brought 550 skins from 
the S in Diego, secured along the coast, so 
her total season's citch ia 1,165 skins. 

The story of the cruise as told by one of 
the hunters is full of adventure. It is given 
for what it is worth, the narrator, while 
guaranteeing the truth of his report, being 
unwilling to h ive his name mentioned in 
connection therewith. He says; " On our 
way up Andrew Williams, a hunter from San 
Francisco, sickened and died. Fie] « us 
buried at sea on June 5th. We spoke the 
Viva on July 12th, and were told that, the 
day before, Capt. Baker had had his thumb 
shot off. The Viva had then been warned 
and was comnig home. On August 1st, the 
Teresa, Geneva, Webster, Hamilton Lewis, 
Kate and Annie, Maud S., Penelope and 
Oscir and Hattie, were bunched a few miles 
off Copper Island. The Lewis transferred 
her crew to the Webster, commanded by 
Dan. McLean, and the latter then went 
close inshore andlundedsixteen boats' crews. 
They shot and skinned seals till day, 
and returned to tho ship at night. The 
next day the hunters went ashore again, in 
thick fog, and while busy clubbing seals, 
were surprised by a party of Russians, num- 
bering over thirty, who tired upon them, 
wounding Dan McLean. One of the 
Webster's hunters, a colored man named 
Talbot, took fright just us the boats pulled 
off from shore, fell overboard and was 
drowned. All the others reached the 
schooner safely, and all sail was spread. 
At 5 o'clock the same evening the Russian 
cutter Aleut appeared on the scene and gave 
chase to the San Diego, which would have 
been overhauled had not Capt. Alex. Mc- 
Lean sailed out with tho Lewis, almost run- 
ning dow n the warship, Then he tacked 
sharply and ran away. l f or two hours ho 
dodged the Russian, and in this time all the 
other s°alers were in safe quarters. Then 
the wind unfortunately died away, and with 
the glasses we saw McLean taken prisoner 
by a gig from the Aleut, and towed behind 
the cutler. 

" One of the best things we saw during 
the trip was a race the Oscar and Hattie 
gave the Mohican. The schooner got. into 
Behring's Sea on July 20th, and the Mohi- 
can at once made for her to 
give her the usual warning. This 
was a document the Oscar & Hattie 
had no use f >r, so she hoisted all sail, and 
as there was a stiir breeze blowing, was 
soon making I "J knots an hour. This speed 
she kept up for 13 hours, leaving the Mohi- 
can out o the race. The schooner hovered 
about Copper Island for two days and then 
went back to Behring's Sea."

Tho news 
spread rupidly, and tho friends of th«se 
who were known to frequent the club, hni3 
an anxious timo hunting up the missing 
ones, many of whom were found not to liara 
been at the tables on this particuhir occasion 
others who were not suspected of patronis- 
ing the club, were discovered to be under 
lock and key. Among those arrested arc a. 
number of youths well known in tho city, 
while others are grey-headed old men. The 
question of bail was naturally started, am),, 
at midnight, Mr. Win. Dalby, J. P., was 
asked to attend and issue bail bonds. He 
fixed the amount at $50, and for a time was 
kept pretty busy signing the papers neces- 
sary to secure the release of certain of the 
prisoners whose friends were present on their 
behalf and were prepared to enter into bonds 
for their appearance ut police coui t, on 
Monday morning at ten o'clock. The pri- 
soners are charged variously with gambling 
and with " looking on at unlawful gaincB. " 
A search of the club premises showed that 
liberal provision had been made for gam- 
bling in its every form, and some important 
documentary evidence is said to have beer, 
secured by the police. At the time of going 
to press the majority of the prisoners had. 
been hailed out.

MINERS GRIEVANCES. 



The Payment of Assessments to the 
AVelliiitfton Strikers Under 
Discussion. 



-Joint Committees to Draft a Ilenort 
and Present It to a Mass 
Meeting:. 



(From Our Own Correspondent 1. 

Nan.umo, Sept. 12.— Owing to extremely 
wot weather, the meeting of the miners wus 
held this evening in the institute Hall. 
At the beginning the attendance wus small, 
Hut gradually swelled to several hundreds. 
R. Hates, the chairman, said the commit- 
tees of last week had not been vested with 
power and eon hi do nothing. The object of 
She meeting was to have a committee a^- 
,p minted with full poweis to effect u settle- 
ment, the same as that of the union, with- 
out which it would bo of little or no use. 
Whatever the committees decided on, both 
pirties must be bound by. The difficulty 
must be settled. From what ho could see, 
the union would insist on the payment of 
one month's assessment, with a promise to 
pay all due if so decided on. 

Thomas Miles said about forty men had 
Ween thrown out of work. They should lie 
first reinstated and then the committee 
could fairly discuss the business. He wus 
prepared to entrust the matter fully to the 
committee, and if not settled by them, to 
have it arbitrated. It having been pointed 
out that so long as the resolution to pay no 
more assessments had not been rescinded, 
it was impossible for the committee to ar- 
rive at a settlement. 

R. Carr opposed a rcscindmont, which 
would be an acknowledgement that this 
section was wrong and the others right. 

Mr. Carmichael said the men would be 
fools to surrender. They should have no 
more to do with Tully lioyee and his crowd, 
hut should sue them tor having caused the 
discharge of the men. 

John Duccn said if it was resolved thai 
the back assessment should be paid, lie 
thought, those objecting should pay. 

Mr. Ramsay held that this taction had 
ween wrong in not showing previously by 
their votes what they wished done with this 
•question, instead of dropping off from the 
Union. They should appoint a committee 
vested with full power. 

John Gamble never could understand 
why the miners had given Tully lloyee the 
power to control their destinies. He now 
said you all know nothing ; while ho had 
;and his supporters hail gigantic ability, 
those who opposed them were fools. He 
would not Bgree to Tully lioyee, or any one 
else, saying they would rule or would drive 
those, who would not submit, out of 
existence. He did not calculate to ask 
'Tully Boyce for the power or right to live. 
He would not allow Boyce to choose him 
for his victim. The chairman remarked 
that any number of men were paying the 
assessment for fear of having to quit 
work. Were u committee given full power 
and their report, submitted to a mass meet- 
ing and di cided by secret ballot, the result 
might turn out favorably. 

A member — This is not an assessment., 
that the men are paying, Lut it is a pen- 
sion. I 

D. R. Edwards — There is any quantity of 
dissatisfaction. It ii not to be settled by 
bucking against one another. Any one I 
might have seen that the committees would 
lie fruitless. tin the day of the picnic on 
the- Green it had been resolved to pay the 
assessment. But to have done ho was 
wrong. He and Others were not present to 
outvote it. Every man should have been 
there to express his opinion to get rid of 
that assessment. Amass meeting should 
be called, and a secret ballot taken of the 
question. As to the arrears, there were 
. many who could not pay, and those who 
would enforce them had no manhood. 

Peter High held that the strike should he 
declared oil'. The meeting was composed ol 
union men. Jf not so, what were they? 
They were not blacklegs. 

R Piper held that it would be 
fruitless lo have a committee, as 
on last Saturday night ; the members 
would only spit fire at each other. The 
Lest thing to do was to let the matter 
nettle itself and try to get the men rein- 
stated in work. 

James llanlan urged the appointment of 
,-t committee, as suggested, and the holding 
,<i a mass meeting, whon a decision could 
dje reached by secret ballot. 

Mr. Ramsay thought that a committee, 
as suggested, should be authorized and em- 
powered, and that a vote should be taken 
•of nil miners, whetbor or not they were in 
good standing in union. It was no use ap- 
pointing, as had been suggested, a commit- 
tee to wait on Mr. Robins and ask him to 
fettle matters. If the union did not do so, 
what oared Mr. Robins. 

A. MoKennell urged that a commit te; 
should go to Mr. Robins and ask him to re- 
instate the men. If Mr. Robins refused to 
deal with a committee of this meeting future 
action could then bo resolved on. 

.A discussion having arisen regarding the 
•paint that tho resolution to pay no more 
assessments, passed at the previous meeting, 
pi evented giving all power to a committee, 
Walter Ross said that tho union hud given 
their committee full power. It would bo in 
tho interest of the men and of peace and 
•liarmony to have the motion rescinded. 
Essex Lewis protested against any rescind- 
ment, saying that he had been thrown out 
of work. If Ho bad to starve, he would 
Htarve. 

Thoa. Whitehow was another on tho list. 
Ho wanted no rcscindmont. 

Waiter Hobs said that it wan an outrage

that in a civilized community men should 
be turned out to starve, because they dif- 
fered in opinion with other people. Mr. 
Robins could, according to the agreement, 
only treat w ith a committee of the Miners 
anil Mine Laborers' Union. It was the 
Union which caused the men to 
charged, and it was for it to i 
them. 

A member — \\ ith a secret ballot, 
a majority vote. 

MR. Carr, J. Carmichael, .1. llanlan, Dr. 
Edwards, Tho. J . Miles and others favored 
giving full powers to a committee. It was 
passed that if the committee did not agree, 
tho thing was easy to submit the issue to 
arbitration by men from Winnipeg, Seattle, 
.San Francisco, Vancouver, or any other 
place selected. 

The committee appointed last week was 
finally reappointed by a large vote, ami 
vested with full [lowers to treat with the 
union committee, the report to be presented 
to a mass meeting. Several members de- 
clared that whatever was the outcome they 
would pay no more assessments. 



THE DARDANELLES QUESTION- 

Lord Salisbury Taking Steps Against Turkey 
-Tho Sultan Perplexed Over tho 
Situation. 

London, Sept., 11. — The rumor that the 
Dardanelles question had subsided is un- 
true. Lord Salisbury is actively taking 
diplomatic steps. The Porte's ambassador 
here was summoned to Constantinople, yes- 
terday, to give an account of the position. 
Ex-Grand Vizier Kiamel Pasha continues a 
prisoner in his own home. Tho British 
minister at Constantinople, Sir William 
White, and the German ambassador, Heir 
Von Radowitz, have made representations 
to the Sultan with a view to tho protec- 
tion of Kiamel Pasha. The Sultan, who 
gave audience to Horr Von Ridowitz, de- 
nied that his designs were inimical to any 
European power, and stated, referring to 
Kiamel, that there was no serious charge 
against him. A dispatch, to-day, from 
Constantinople says Kiamel will probably 
be appointed governor of Smyrna. 

The Porte lias neither abjectly apologized 
to the Russian ambassador, Nclldoff, nor 
paid indemnity for the detention of the 
Russian vessel, Moskwa. The l'orte has 
merely given assurance against a re-occur- 
rence of such incidents. 

A Berlin dispatch fays that the utterances 
of M. Defreyeenet, tho French minister of 
war, in favor of peace, are not regarded as 
of much weight in Germany, owing to the 
attitude of t he French people, which re- 
mains so hostile, and that id' Russia is vir- 
tually aggressive. It. is not believed, how. 
ever, that war will begin on the Franco- 
Prussian frontier, but that the drama will 
open at Constantinople. 

The news from that point has for several 
days overcome in interest anything heard 
from France, and the opinion is openly ex- 
pressed that a collision will shortly take 
place between the British and the Porte un- 
less the Sultan chooses to yield to England's 
demands. 

If he denies Lord Salisbury, he may ex- 
pect to see the Russians, under pretext of 
assisting him, promptly occupy Constanti- 
nople, and if he does give in to the British, 
then tho Russians become his enemies, 

The Sultan is said to be most perplexed 
over the situation and the dismissed minis- 
ter, whom he accused of having got him into 
this dilemma. The latest story of the dis. 
missal is that the Grund Vizier ami the 
Minister of War permitted to leak out a 
plan that the Sultan had formed for the 
overthrow of the Khedive, Tewfik, and the 
resumption of sovereignty over Egypt. 
The Sultan h is long been urged by Russia 
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prisoner, w hit 
held in virtual 
new Khedive by a 111 man d 
Porte, and demand that the 
recognizo this authority, • 
sustained by the landing of 
at Alexandria. 

It was believed that the British would 
not, under such circumstances, care to 
enter into open hostilities with the Sultan 
as Suzeraiue of Egypt. The plot, was be- 
lieved lo be a profound secret, confined to 
the Sultan, Vizier Kiumal and tho minister 
of war. 

Somehow the British became aware of it, 
and the sudden appearance of a British 
fleet in Alexandria in July was in conse- 
quence of the discovery, and a notice both 
to the Egyptians and to Tin key that any 
interference with Tewfik would be followed 
by another bombardment. 

This put a step to tho scheme, much to 
the chagrin of the sultan, who has ever 
since, it is said, been determined upon a 
change of ministry, although he deferred 
the blow' apparently in hope that he would 
ha able to detect the British agent, if any, 
in his cabinet. 

It is rumored at Constantinople that 
since the dismissal of the ministers very 
cruel means have been used to wring infor- 
mation from them and from their servants, 
and some of the latter have been subjected 
to torture and even death.

A Clerical Crunk's Opinion or H'8 Country 
men— Some Awful Tough Y.uns. 

Tlie following letter uppoured in a late 
issue of the Presbyterian Witness, published 
in Halifax, N.S. The writer of it ia sty'ed 
Rev. A. W. Lewis : 

Much lias been written about the wealth 
and the beuutiea of British Columbia. It 
Is true that its mountains afford llio most 
sublime scenery and contain mines of ^reat 
wealth, its valleys are "well watered, even 
as the garden of the Lord ;" but the arch- 
fiend lias usurped this fair don'uin, and 
west of the Hooky Mountains, whereVor 
man is found, the haul is covered with the 
marks of the " cloven hoof." 

In the forests of 1!. C. a somew hat beauti- 
ful plant abounds t list cruelly deceives the 
unwary Stranger. Its nature is well ex- 
pressed by the vulgar name of "Devil-club." 
It j^rows luxuriantly, reaching the height 
of 10 or lo feet. Its palmate leaves of nine 
lobes are often two feet across. Its foliage 
is surmounted by a cone of yellow blooms 
succeeded by tempting red berries. Let all 
beware. Touch it not, its stem is covered 
with most venomous prickles. If its bark 
is bruised or stem cut the odor strongly 
suggests its evil nature. In this shrub be- 
hold this much-lauded province. Thou- 
sands of unwary immigrants have grasped 
its tempting treasures and, to-day, their 
souls are fostering with Its poison. Indif- 
ference, drunkenness, immorality, infidelity 
hare entered into their very heurta and 
turned this garden of the Lord into a valley 
of death. 

It takes a new comer some time to get 
beneath the surface and see the true nature 
of life beyond the Rockies. There is a 
charm that blinds and an under current at 
first not felt. I had been told that west of 
the Rocky Mountains the Sabbath loses its 
sacrednesa and men are buried in the world 
and self ; but I thought that iu this quiet 
country place where the great majority had 
lately come from Ontario and Nova Scotia 
we would not be affected by the miasma. 
After seven months of experience vain 
hopes are rent in twain. The very air 
seems infected. The germs of "Jri ilhink- 
ing " and "free-liciny enter and permeate 
human kind. 

The currents that have now for half a 
dozen years bei-n hurrying to the west along 
theC.f\R. and Great Northern have been 
carrying the foam that has arisen on the 
waters of Castern Canada and the United 
States. This refuse has mingled with the 
corrupt sediment of the gold mines. Th 
workers of gold mines are not as a rule men 
of principle, especially iu the wiid west. Iu 
B. (J. the evil of the worst class of whites 
has united with all that is degraded in the 
pagan blacks. This is the eedinv nt. Those 
who flee from the justice of " Uncle Sum" 
cross the boundary line to H. C. , and some 
times, by putting on " the livery of heaven 
to serve the devil in," besmirch even the 
church of God. The sons of Be- 
lial of Eastern Canada leave their 
consciences at home and come to the 
far west and lay their head on ths 
lap of profligacy. This is the foam — the 
ofi'soouring of creation which pours over 
the Rocky mountains to mingle with the 
evil already hero and produce a cesspool of 
iniquity that must satisfy even the malice 
of Satan. 

The government nobly supports schools 
wherever there ia an average of ten scholars. 
Hundreds of teachers come from the Last, 
chiefly young men. This work of training 
the young and moulding their lives for time 
and eternity is one of the very noblest and 
mostsuored. It makes one's heart aiek to 
think of the ins t motors of the rising gener- 
ation in 13. C. Thank God for some teachers 
of Christian principles and exemplary life ; 
but there are ao many, alas ! who are not 
even respectable or decent. The little boys 
and girls are placed under the care of in- 
fidelity and drunkenness. The whiskey 
bottle ia seen under the teacher's desk, and 
the teacher himself even in school hours 
lies in a drunken stupor. Delicate ears 
must listen to scoffs at all things pure and 
holy. Opening lives are blasted by this 
burning breath right from the pit. Oh 
that Mod's people would cry out to God for 
help against »ho mighty ! What do we 
see? The parents often as bad us the 
teachers, the trustees iu league with them. 
Parents who have Christian schools for their 
children ought to thank God that they ate 
not raising a family in British Columbia. 

It sei nis as if Satan was not satisfied to 
enter into this holy place ami pollute the 
ininds of the innocent school, he glides into 
Holy of holies of the Gospel ministry. 1 
am not aware that, any ordained minister of 
evangelical churches lias I eon accused of 
immorality; but some of the lay element are 
not above suspicion. When Satan cannot 
make a preacher of the Gospel 
a fly in the sacred ointment he 
tries to lead him to choose one for a 
life-long partner; and in this he is far more 
successful. The church to day weeps over 
the unwise choice of her leaders: and they 
through life cry out "who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death?" As far 
as 1 know our ministers of the Presbytcty 
of Columbia, they are earnest workmen who 
need not be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word id truth. As much cannot he 
said of the ritualists. To the sorrow even 
of their own people all the men in "holy 
orders " in the. Church of England in B.C. 
are high church — very high. They carry 
their gUDB on S ibhalh and into the places 
of worship. They take off their belt of 
cartridges and put them by the guns in 
view of all the people. They don the gown 
and as ordained ambassadors of Christ tell 
the young men lo keep the Sabbath by 
hunting and fishing. The fruit of the 
"cloven hoof" is thus seen not only in the 
pew hut even in the pulpit. 

Perhaps the most heartrending fact which 
forces itself upon every Christian, and 
especially upon every minister, ia the fright- 
ful contagion of the leprosy of sin. Inert" 
are many true and noble men und woman 
coming among the evil, and yet so few re- 
tain their purity of life and belief. Espec- 
ially young men seem unable t o resist 1 he 
tide of irreligiou and skepticism. Those 
who come from Christian homes, giving 
promiso of true lives of great usefulness, 
become careless und reckless, rejoicing in 
what before they came to 1!. C. woti'd bring 
to their face the blush of shame even at the 
thought, of it. They lose faith in many of 
the tiutha of the Bible, und at last cast 
away tl{a sheet anchor of the soul. No one 
should conic beyond the great mountain 
range which divides the North-West from 
from the West unless "rooted and grounded 
in the love" "f God. Even then they 
should not cine alone, but have n com- 
panion true ami tried like-minded with them- 
selves. I do not limit tho power of God ; 
but, "Tho'ishalt not tempt the Lord thy 
God." 

Manitoba and the Northwest tiro very 
different from B.C. There the people are 
sober and church going, much as they are 
in Ontario und Nova Scotia. A young inun 
last Sabbath, told me ho was going back 
homo to Manitoba us anon uh he was 
through with the job ou hand. " It is very 
cold there in winter, hut the air is dry and 
the people lire so good. You don't hco uuy- 
thlng like this "— referring to n game of

A SANCTIMONIOUS SLANDERER. 

"TIio sanctimonious slanderer ia the most 
hateful and the most disgusting of all slan- 
derers. He hears false witness against his 
neighbor with a, solemn face and in sorrow- 
ful times ; ami to make his calumnies more 
impressive ho embroiders them with pious 
phrases ami texts from Scripture He evi- 
dently believes that the best way to give 
ilia bearers a high opinion of his own piety 
and his purity, is to endeavor to thow th.it 
almost every one elso in the community in 
whicli ho lives is irreligious and corrupt. If 
he speaks well of any one it, is with many 
qualifications and with evideut reluctance. 

One of these slitny creatures has been in 
British Columbia. He came from the Hast, 
aind be has gone back to his own place. He 
has undertaken, in a religious weekly, so 
called, the Halifax Presbyterian Witness, 
to describe the moral and religious condition 
of the people of this province. 
The man saw nothing in the 
forests of Ilritish Columbia worth describ- 
ing but the devil's club, and nothing among 
its inhabitants but the " cloven foot." This 
is characteristic of the sour, self-righteous 
*jlass to which he belongs. They pass by 
the good and the useful and the beautiful 
almost without notice, while they delight in 
examining and expatiating upon what is bad, 
unlovely and noisome. 

According to this visitor, who rejoices in 
*he title of "Reverend," the people of 
Br Kiel) Columbia, tho greater number of 
whom, he admits, come from the Eastern 
provinces of the Dominion, are a commun- 
ity of reprobates, with whom it is danger- 
ous for decent men to associate. He says : 

" Indifference, drunkenness, immorality, 
infidelity have entered into their very 
hearts and turned this garden of the Lord 
into a valley of death." 

He tells us in the next paragraph where 
these vile people, whom he describes in 
such strong language, and over whom he 
imoans so bitterly, conic from. Warning 
the new comer that be may ha deceived by 
appearance?, he gives his own experience 
and shows how his eyes were opened in 
these words : 

"But I thought in this quiet country 
place, where the great majority had lately 
come from Ontario ami Nova Scotia, we 
would not he affected by this miasma. 
After seven months of experience, vain 
■hopes are rent in twain. The very air 
ascents in'ectod. The germs of free think- 
ing and fice living enter and permeate 
human kind." 

We wonder if this pious vilifier bad any 
suspicion that he was {libelling Novu Sec- 
tions and Onturians by conveying itiu im- 
jj cession that they were hypocrites at home, 
uid that their morality and their relgion 
were not grounded upon principle, since 
as soon us they arrived in British Columbia 
they, di' regarding the training of their 
youth, threw off nil restraints, became 
unbelievers and revelled in wiekednesi of 
all kinds. This is a base lie and a cruel slan- 
der, but it is in effect what the Rev. A. W. 
Lewis tells the Nova Scotians and the 
people of the other Maritime Provinces 
about their relatives and neighbors who 
have emigrated to British Columbia, 

But there is worse to come. This chari- 
table and reverend gentleman informs liri- 
fcish Columbiana thut the Lower Province 
men who come among them are the "off- 
acouring of creation." This is tho character 
he gives them: 

"The eons of Belial of Eastern Canada 
leave their consciences at home and come to 
■the far west and lay their bends on the lap 
■ of profligacy. This is the foam, the oil", 
scouring of creation, which poms over the 
Rocky Mountains to mingle with the evil 
•already there anil produce a cesspool of in- 
iquity that niust satisfy even the malice of 
.Satan," 

Mr. Lewis again reproaches his Eastern 
countrymen with want of principle, and 
with having 110 strength of character. He 
-says:— 

"There arc many true and noble men and 
women coming among the evil, and yet so 
low retain their purity of life and belief. 
Especially young men seem unable to re- 
sist the tide of irroligion and scepticism. 
Those who come from Cristian homes, giv- 
ing promise of true lives of great usefulness, 
become careless and reckless, rejoicing in 
what beforo they came to British Columbia 
should bring to their face the blush of 
ahame even at the thought of it. They 
lose faith iii many of the truths of the Bible, 
and at last cast away tho sheet anchor of 
the soul." 

Arc the Eastern men and women w ho 
omo lo British Columbia such weak and 
unstable; creatureH as Mr. Lewis would have 
the world believe they are? Do thoy, in- 
stead of exercising a good influence in tho 
community, immediately on their arrival 
"ivc way to temptation and become as hud 
.as tho worst ? What is education and reli- 
gious teaching of the East worth if Eastern 
(immigrants, instead of improving and ele 
rating society in the province, become 
domoralizsd almost as soon as they cross 
the K icky Mountains '.' Any man who has 
.ilia eyes open will sec evidence of tho utter 
■untruthfulness of this slanderer's descrip- 
tion in every town and village ami settle 
menfc in the province. 

In what the sanctimonious slanderer says 
.about tho schools and tho toachcraof tho prov- 
ince he still further vilifies and belies his 



Eastern fellow countrymen. He tells tho 
readers of the Witness that 

" Hundreds of teachers come from tho 
East, chiefly young men. TIiib work of 
training the young and moulding their lives 
for time and eternity is one of the noblest 
and most sacred. It makes one's heart siek 
to think of the instructors of the rising 
generation in B. C. (the young men from 
the East). Thank God for some teachers of 
Christian principles and exemplary life ; but 
there are so many, alas ! who are not even 
respectable or decent. The little boys and 
girls are placed under the care of infidelity 
and drunkenness. The whiskey bottle is 
seen under the teacher's desk, and the 
teacher hiir.8e.lf, even during school hours, 
lies in a drunken stupor. . . . Tho 
parents are often as hid as the teachers, the 
trustees in league with them." 

This is a nice character to give to schools 
taught by young men and women from the 
East and elsewhere. There is not even the 
semblance of truth in it. It is possible that 
thuro arc two or three t achers in tho 
province who are addicted to drink, but to 
say thut the teachers, a large proportion of 
whom are women, are, as a class drunkards, 
and thut they are under the influence of 
drink during school bouts, is a lie so absurd 
os to excite laughter in this province where 
they are known ; and even though uttered 
by a minister it will not be implicitly be- 
lieved in Eastern Canada. The teachers of 
British Columbia will, both for intelligence 
and morals, bear comparison with 
those of uny other province in 
the Dominion. Teachers even in 
the province from which British 
Columbia's libeller hails have been known 
to commit crimes unutterably worse than 
taking a drop too much, yet no one thinks 
of condemning the whole class for the crimes 
of one or two. 

The Rev. A. W. Lewis enn sec little good 
in any cluss in the province. Even the 
clergy do not escape. He attacks Presby- 
terian clergymen iu a most tender spot, and 
in the meanest and most unmanly way ; but 
it is for the clergymen of the Church of 
England— the "Ritualists" — ho reserves his 
fiercest censure. He gravely says of them 
that 

"They carry their guns en the Sabbath, 
and into the places of worship. They take 
off their belt of cartridges and put them by 
the guns in the view of all the people. 1'hey 
don the gown us the ordained utnassudors ot 
Christ, tell the young men to keep the Sab- 
bath by hunting and fishing. The fruit ot 
the "cloven-hool" is thus seen, not only in 
the pewlbut even in the pulpit." 

Baron Munchausen, himself, could hardly 
heat this.- Then "the fruit of the cloven- 
hoof" is meh a delicious mixture of 
metaphor. Wc find it hard to 
be angry with the solemn block 
head who tells such a grotesque lie as 
this about the ritualistic clergyman, when 
he unconsciously seasons it with such an 
excellent joke. 

By the way, why did this fearfully and 
wonderfully pious prcucher leave this 
wicked, wicked province '.' Why did he not 
remain to do w hat one man could do to re- 
form its inhabitants and to show them the 
beauty of holiness ! This was just the spot 
for him. There was work for him heic. 
Why did he ruu away ? Does he consider 
it easier and safer to denounce and defame 
British Columbians from Nova Scotia than 
to show them the way to righteousness iu 
their own country V 



.1/0 RM ON S UCCESS. 

It is not surprising to see that intelligent 
people, in England, ure disgusted and angry 
when they find thut Mormon missionaries 
can make converts in the villages and coun- 
try districts of (J reat Britain. They must 
be disappointed, too, to find that the young 
men and young women who have been care- 
fully instructed in religion and morals in 
Sunday schools, denominational day schools, 
to say nothing of churches and meeting 
houses, should have profit ted so little by 
their teaching as to become converts to a 
gross and degrading tupersiition like Mor- 
monism. This bumilitating fact should 
stimulate them to examine their educational 
methods in order to Beo bow much those 
under instruction really do learn in the 
schools, and how much they are 
ictuully profited by the "means 
of grace." We fear that a rigid and an 
honest enquiry "ill bring to light the fact 
hat much of the religious teaching of the 
hildren of the poor is merely in rfunctory, 
and that a very largo proportion of the 
pupils of all ages do not get anything If Ice 
an intelligent idea of the subjects professed 
to be taught ; it might also be discovered 
that the benefits they derivo, w hcthor re- 
ligious or intellectual, uro very small, in- 
deed. 

It is not to bo supposed I hat a Mormon 
missionary would 1111 et with uny success at 
all among fairly well educated and intelli- 
ont people. It is just possible that 11 few 
persons, having weak and ill-balanced 
minds, would lend a willing ear to the 
teaching of tho Mormons, but healthy- 
minded people, who arc at all intelligent, 
,-ould refuse to pay the least 
attention to the Latter-day Saints. How 
young women, brought up in a Christian 
community, can listen with patience to men 
who ask t hem to embrace a religion, the 
distinguishing characteristic of which is 
pologamy, pusses our comprehension, The 
practices of the Mormons uro so opposed to 
svluit thoy have been taught to believe is 
right and modest and decent, that the very 
idea of joining their church must he so un- 
utttorably shocking us not even to he 
thought of. The class of women from 
whom tho Mormons obtain their converts 
must Lo both morally and intellectually, 
very fur indeed below that which in this 
country is considered respectable. As for 
the men who would accept as gospel the 
fu-rago of impudent lies upon which tho 
Mormon religion is based, they 
must bo very low, indeed, in the scale 
of cither intelligence or morula. 

The Mornicns must find thut tho people 
of America are too intelligent to accept 
thoir abominable creed when they go to tho 



Old World for recruits. Tho standard of 
intelligence is noJ by any means too high in 
Canada, but we cannot imagine a Mormon 
missionary laboring in any Canadian town 
with the remotest chance of success. Such 
a thing is in tllese days never heard of. 
Ami wo think it is pretty much the same 
in the United States. Mormonism is to all 
appeirance, ns far as the "Gentiles" are 
concerned, played out on this continent, 
and it is surprising that it can gain a foot- 
hold in any part of Great Britain. 

It is generally supposed that the Scan- 
dinavians ure us a people well educa- 
ted, but when it is known thut 
Mormon missionaries labor among them 
with success, people on this side of the 
Atlantic will be compelled to form a low 
estimate both of their intelligence and their 
morality. It is to bo hoped that those 
who ure entrusted with the education of the 
people, both in Great Britain and Scandin- 
avia, will regard the success of the Mor- 
mon missionaries in its true light — as an 
indication that there is a cluss in those 
countries greatly in need of both 
intellectual and religious enlightenment. 
There is no use in getting angry with the 
Monitors and driving them out of the coun- 
try. Tho reform that is so much needed 
will not be effected in thut w ay. 



A GOOD START. 

Wo ure glad to see that there is again a 
fair prospect of Victoria's having a tirst 
cluss hotel. The committee appointed to 
seSict a site submitted to the meeting on 
Friday a sensible and u practical report. 
After they had considered the question in 
ull its aspects, ihey came to the conclusion 
that the site which had been originally- 
selected is the best 0110 available. We be- 
lieve that when the matter is seriously and 
carefully thought over by the citizens the 
great majority of them will come to the 
same c inclusion. 

The principal objection to that site is its 
proximity to the James Bay flats. But the 
Times, whicli urges that objection, shows 
very clearly before it concludes its argu- 
ment, that it is not one of very great 
weight, and that the time is not far distant 
wheu there will be no Hats to object to. It 
says: - 

There will never be another bridge across 
James B ly. Inside of live year s, if Victoria 
continues to prosper, there will be built ap- 
proximately to where James Bay bridge 
now stands, a retaining wall of solid 
masonry, and all the ground behind it will 
he covered w it li buildings, probably of the 
wholesale and warehouse kind." 

Just so. And when that condition of 
things exists, where will the James Bay 
llatsbe? They will have disappeared, and 
so will all the unpleasantness connected 
with them. It is quite probable that the 
flats will be well covered even before the 
hotel is completed. 

This obstacle out of tho wuy, we cunnot 
tee that there is a single serious objection 
to building the hotel oil the foundation that 
is already prepared. 

Wc trust that no time w ill be lost in-pro- 
ceeding with the enterprise. When those 
who hive it in bund set to work in earnest, 
difficulties will be sure to disappear and 
opposition will diminish. Tho time has 
come wheu Victor ia should have a first 
class hotel, ami those who do anything to 
aid in tho establishment of one will do the 
city good service. Let us then all do our 
share.

Two years ago Col. H. A. Higelow, senior 
member of the stuff of the Major-General, 
established a division of the Knights of 
Pythias in Victoria. The beginnings were 
small, but the lapse of two years has marked 
a remarkable growth in the order here. It 
now numbers over fifty uniformed members, 
besides a strong subordinate ludgo — tho Ear 
West. The Knights of Pythias is an order 
of wonderful growth, and although it has 
been in existence, but a comparatively short 
time, wherever the English tongue is spoken 
there it is to be found. It was established 
just after the American civil war, and with 
such a motto as " Friendship, Charity, 
Benevolence," it is but natural that it 
should grow in public favor and esteem.

Mayor Grant, who was seated in an open 
carriage with Dr. Milne, Col. Higelow anil 
dipt. Cowie, of Harmony Lodge, No. 5, 
gave the visitors a hearty welcome to Vic- 
toria. Ho regretted tho inclemency of the 
weather, and asked the excursionists not to 
feel as gloomy during their stay in Victoria 
as the clouds of heaven uppeared to be, 
but to enjoy themselves thoroughly and feel 
that they were heartily welcome to Victorii 
on this or on any oilier occasion. Such in- 
terchanges as these tended more than 
anything else to cenitnt the bonds of fellow- 
ship and good will between the dwellers 
on Uncle Sam's domain and those who lived 
under the Union Jack, and that this good 
feeling and intercourse should exist was tho 
wish of all (cheers). He was pleased to sec 
so many excursions from tho oilier side to 
Victoria, and felt that in this particular 
Victorians were perhaps a little slow, as 
they did not visit tho American shores as 
frequently as might be expected. When 
there was anything going on in Victoria 
American cousins Hacked into tho city, and 
were always sure of a hearty recaption,— 
such a reception ns would r.o doubt be ac- 
corded to Victorians visiting America, 
Thorough unanimity should prevail between 
the two nations — the American and British. 
Did they not speak the same language, and 
were they not of l he same stock V (Cheers.) 
Whenever and wherever the Stars and 
Str ipes and the Union Jack were seen float- 
ing together liberty was sure to be there 
(renewed cheering). On behalf of the citi- 
zens of Victoria ho extended to the visitors 
a hearty welcome; but there wus one 
thing else he bid to say to them, 
and that was that when they came 
here they usually took back with them 
some of Victoria's young ladies.

WHY WE SHOULD TAKE THE 
CENSUS. 

To tiik Kditoii : — As tli c ex-census com- 
missioner lias taken occasion to express 
disapproval with I lie proposition to check 
the official count in this city, it is perhaps 
as well that the objects of those who advo- 
cate another enumeration should be proper- 
ly understood. In addition to the very 
cogent reasons which you, Mr. Editor, have 
advanced in favor of a re-count of the city, 
Mr. Lovcll and all other reasonable men 
will, I believe, admit : 

First — That if the total population of 
this city exceeds 10,841 persons, we should 
know it. 

Second — That if it can be proven that the 
ofliciiil figures are seriously in error, the 
Dominion Government may bu reasonably 
asked for another enumeration of the city. 

Third — That it will be impossible for us 
to produce proof that we are greatly under- 
estimated until we have accurately counted 
the heads of our population through the 
agency of careful enumerators, who under- 
stand the responsibility of their positions. 

It is important, also, that we should ex- 
amine into the system under which the 
census is taken in this country, as it is evi- 
dently too defective to give correct results 
in a new province like this, no matter how 
much care ia taken. As to the enumera- 
tors in this city, they probably did their 
work as well as men can be expected to do 
who are half paid lor their time and atten- 
tion. The fact that, one was reported to 
have laid his books and pencils undei a 
hedge during a pot lion of each day and to 
have play* at lawn tennis, when be should 
have been at work, does not prove that all 
the enumerators were lax in the perform- 
ance of their duty. Alderman. 

ROSSI if) A EM Y MANOEUVRES. 

No Diminution of thn Great Garrisons Along 
ibe Frontier. 

London, Sept. II.— The number of troops 
engaged in the Russian army manoeuvres in 
the governments of Kief, Padolia and 
Volkynia is about 100,000. They aro all 
drawn from the interior, anil there is no 
diminution of the great frontier garrisons 
scattered along the A ustra- Russian boun- 
dary. The munceuvres are attended by the 
leading military commanders i-i European 
Russia, und press representatives, both 
foreign and native, are excluded. 

The St. Peters! urg and Moscow news- 
papers will be supplied by the -government 
with such information as it is thought pro- 
per to give. It ia known that the munceu- 
vres include the feature of educating the 
troops to familiarity with smokeless pow- 
der, and that special attention is given to 
the efficiency of the new ride recently 
adopted by the CV.ir. 

A correspondent who bus been visiting 
the Russian southwestern frontier at liiss- 
arabia, os far na the Danube, says that 
troops aro rapid'y arriving in large nuni 
bets. This would be thobuseof departure for 
a Russian army advancing towards the Hal- 
konsand Constant innple. AtTutsoli KefT four 
regiments were quartered, where last year 
there wero only two, mid at Valkovo and 
at lvilio live, regiments have recently ar- 
rived in addition to the men already there. 
At Kagul three regiments arrived also 
about a week ago, and tiL Jalpitch, rein- 
forcements of 7,0UU have recently taken up 
their quarters, 

Troops are pouring In at the same rutc in 
other villiges. These places tiro of little 
consequence, apart from their situation, 
which is just where an army of invasion 
would naturally concentrate, In view of 
thisc facts the correspondent concludes that 



Russia intends nt no distant dato to make 
across the Danube for Constantinople, and 
that her preparations show that this time 
bIio means to have a force sufficient to over- 
come all obstacles. 
Constantinople, Sept. 11. — The Porte 

has neither abjectly apologized to the Rus- 
sian ambassador, NolidolF, nor paid any in- 
demnity for the detention of tho Russian 
vessel Moskwa. The Porte has merely given 
an assurance against, the recurrence of 
such incidents.

AN AIE-BICYCLE. 



An Invontion Which Will Navi- 
gate Against tko Wind. 

The Product of an Aeronaut Who Has 
Bonn Experimenting for Twelve Years 
ti> Accomplish ttio I'rcsollt 
Result. 

About three years ago Prof. Carl 
Myers, a well-known balloon expert, 
bcpaii n series of experiments on a line 
he had been theorizing on for some tan 
or twelve years, this being tlie con- 
straution of a balloon or airship which 
should become navigable and of some 
practical use. His experiments evolved 
the curious hybrid machine ltnown as 
the "air bicycle." 

Briefly speaking, says the New York 
Recorder, it is a compound of the bal- 
loon the bicycle. The mechanism 
is small and almost hidden from view 
when the rider is seated. It was ori r- 
inally in the form of u wire ehair, but 
has since liven modified i:;t>> the or- 
dinary saddle of a bicycle. Prom (Ms 
dependsa forlc.ending; in I wo pedals, like 
those of a bicycle, the fork having a head 
and u cross bar with two handles, as 
usual. Down the center of the fork is 
ahollowti-.be in which there is a cog 
wheel and ratchel attachment, which is 
operated by the pedals, the handles, or 
both tit oneo. This fjcariu;,' furnishes 
t he nn live pi iwer of the machine. Thus 
the power applied ear; be varied ac- 
cording to the speed desired, and the 
hands can rest the feet, or vice versa, 
without interfering with the headway 
of the machine or decreasing its speed. 

In front of the head of the machine 
there projects horizontally a light but 
strong st -el shaft, which lits into a 
steel sheath. This sheath is rigid and 
(irmly fixed to the head of the machine, 
while the shaft inside of it is cogged or 
ratcheted into the mechanism acted 
upon by the chain attachments of the 
pedals. At the extreme end of this, 
furtherest from the rider, are four rigid 
arms, the end pair of -which are rigidly 
fixed on the sheath, so that they oc- 
cupy a position exactly parallel to the 
body of the rider; the other two are rig- 
idly fixed on the revolving shaft, a 
couple of slits being cut in the sheath to 
permit of their movement. These arms 
are about Hire;- feet long and the end 
pair arc each about four feet distant 
from the two nearest the rider. On 
them is spread a sheet or sailor light 
but strong duck, in size six feet by four, 
which is set edgewise to the rider, and 
when at rest hangs quivering and shak- 
ing with every breath of air, like the 
sails of a ship in the doldrums. 

Behind the rider there extends a long, 
slender bamboo rod, and elo.se behind 
the rider's back rises a wire star which 
supports tiie "hydrogen spindle." This 
is the scientific name of a balloon 
embodying the shape of both a needle 
and a sphere, a long, circular body, 
shaped like the wooden block which a 
boy calls a "tip-eat." except that the 
"spindle"' is slightly flattened under- 
neath, making it look like a boat turned 
bottom tip. This spindle is Idled with 
hydrogen gas. generated from water, 
and is covered with the ordinary bal- 
loon netting, which is guyed t.> the 
bain boo rod, and the steel shaft, mn eh 
the same as the balloon, is attached to 
the car. The whole apparatus weighs 
fifteen pounds, and b steered either by 
the fan arrangement at the rear or by 
shifting the center of gravity as is a 
bicycle. 

The principle may be most clearly de- 
lined in simple words as that of the 
child's air balloon — it will not rise by 
itself, but blow under it and it soars to 
the clouds. That is the ea.se with the 
air bicycle. The rider takes his seat, 
or .rather he stands with his seat be- 
tween his legs, his hands holding the 
handles. Stooping a little, he springs 
upward into the air, and by a < j n iolc pull 
at the handles brings the seat right up 
to him so that he involuntarily sits 
down, his feel fallingupon the pedals. A 
sharp, decisive pressure on t hem sets the 
chain an I cog-wheel attachment whirl- 
ing, and this causes the steel shaft in 
front of the head to htrtf turn, first to 
the right and then to the left, the two 
arms revolving with it. and as the two 
anas attache i to the sheath remain un- 
moved the extended duel; is swung into 
a right or n left-hand helix, varying in 
rapidity with the action of the pedals 
and producing a backward current o£ 
air similar to that experienced on the 
front platform of a swiftly-moving car, 
only that the current from the helL\ 
blows upward and strikes the flat lower 
surface of the "hydrogen spindle." bel- 
lying it inward, and so still more in- 
creasing its resistance to the powerful 
breeze, which slowly raises the whole 
machine into the air. The helix at the 
same time grabs at tile air in front, as 
it were, and sucks it back. Ill this way 
the action is the reverse to that of a 
ship's propeller, which gives momen- 
tum to the vessel by its peculiar shape 
pressing against the water. The air 
bicycle progresses by a similar action to 
that of the propeller when the engines 
arc reversed and the ship steams back- 
ward. 

No steeringgear is actually necessary, 
although the machine carries a rudder. 
It will steer by the principles of grav- 
itation; if the rudder leans backward it 
ascends, if forward it descends, if to the 
right it goes to the right, and if to the 
left a turn to the left is the result. An 
inspection of the tilt of the spindle will 
demonstrate tins clearly, The most 
important point of till is this: With this 
unique machine a head wind becomes a 
factor of propulsion, thus solving the 
great problem of aerial navigation. The 
head wind strikes it under the tilted up 
end of the spindle, forcing the machine 
higher and higher, while at the same 
time the helix in front is carrying it for- 
ward continually. Thus the harder it 
blows (in anything short of an actual 
gale) the faster and easier the machine 
goes ahead, while the wind passes 
astern and sweeping up the back of the 
Bpindlc gives it n parting and additional 
lift forward.
